Motto  Text— '  It  is  lawful  to  do 
well  on  the  Sabbath  day." -Matt. 
12:12. 

"At  that  time  Jesus  went  on  the 
Sabbath  through  the  corn."— The 
time  was  during  his  work  in  Gali 
lee  The  Sibbath  d  ,\ of  the  Jews 
btgan  at  sundown  on  Friday  and 
closed  at  sundown  on  Saturday. 
Corn  means  either  wheat  or  barley. 
There  were  00  fences,and  the  paths 
lay  through  the  grain  fields.  "And 
his  disciples  were  a  hungered  and 
b;g*n  to  pluck  the  ears  of  corn 
and  to  eat."— It  M  thought,  they 
had  been  to  the  synagogue  to  pray- 
er. The  Jews  were  accustomed  t  > 
K>  before  breakfast.  Luke  tell 
the  disciples  rubbed  them  in  their 


"But  when  ths  Pharisees  saw  it 
— Tbess  m  y  hive  been  following 
thi  Lord,  or  merely  going  home 
from  the  synagogue  by  the  same 
pith.  "Bihold,  thy  disciple  do 
tin  which  is  not  lawful  tc  do  upon 
the  Sabbith  diy."  —  Ths  law  of 
M  *)•  expresslv  permitted  what 
th  ;y  were  d  jing  but  the  Ribbis  had 
•lid  it  must  not  be  d-ine  ou  the 
Sabbath  day  They  reasoned  that 
the  plucking  the  grain  and  robbing 
off  the  ch  .ff  in  the  hands  was  reap 
ing  and  thrashing  which  were  be 
bidden. 

"Have  ye  not  read  what  David 
did,  when  he  was  a  hungered?"  — 
Oar  Lord  does  not  say  that  David's 
doing  a  thing  made  it  right.  But 
these  Pharisees  so  exalted  David 
that  they  would  not  say  wnat  he 
did  was  wrong.  And  the  Lord  shows 
them  that  if  they  justified  David 
they  would  not  rebuke  his  disciples 
for  a  less  offense  "How  he  enter- 
ed  into  the  house  of  God",  the 
tabernaJe.  "And  did  eat  the 
shewbread.  "—Twelve  loaves  of 
bread  put  on  the  table  in  the  outer 
room  of  the  tabernacle,  the  Holy 
place,  and  taken  away  every  week 
when  others  were  put  in  their  place 
After  the  new  ones  were  arranged, 
the  loaves  which  had  been  removed 
could  be  eaten,  but  only  by  th- 
priestg,  the  sons  of  Aaron. 

"Or  have  ye  not  read  in  the  law, 
bow  that  cn  the  Sabbath  days  the 
p.iesisin  the  temple  profane  the 
Sabbath  and  are  blameless?"-They 
killed  the  sacrifices  and  did  other 
things  in  the  temple  service  which 


e  blameless  because  God 


even  of  the  Sabbath  day."— Uoless 
Jesus  of  Nazareth  was  God. his  ego- 
tism and  conceit  "htt  umox.  heen 
eqnaled  amorifc  men/  "Thoee—who 
nay  he  was  ndt  Gwd  bat  was  a  good 
man, surely  have  trot  read  hi*a*drds 
about  himself.  God  had  command- 
ed the  Sabbath  ; ffcfen  ahe  flamf  n$ 
Sinai;  it  was  because  God  com- 
manded the  sacrifices  and  he  was 
Lord  of  the  Sabbath  that  the 
priests  in  the  temple  were  blame- 
less. By  asserting  himself  as  Lord 
of  God's  commands,  Jesus  of  Naza- 
reth asserted  his  Godhead. 

Our  Lord  asserted  his  absolute 
sovereignty  over  the  Sabbath,  but 
neither  here  nor  elsewhere 
set  it  aside.  He  came  to  fu 
law,  not  to  overthrow  it  He  did 
not  go  beyoud  the  Old  Testament, 
but  showed  from  it  that  works  of 
necessity  and  of  worship  were  al- 
lowed upon  the  Sabbath. 

And  when  he  was  departed 
thence,  he  went  into  their 
gogue."— The  synsgogne  of  the 
place  to  which  he  had  gone.  Luke 
•ays  it  was  on  another  Sabbath, 
and  it  may  have  been  (he  next. Our 
Lord,  from  his  youth  up,  was  a 
regular  attendant  at  the  synagogue. 
That  so  many  of  the  elders  and 
rile -swore  hypocrites  was  to  him 
no  reason  for  neglecting  the  public 
worship.  "And.  behold,  there  was 
•  man  which  had  his  band  with.r- 
ed."— Luke  tells  us  it  was  his  right 
hand.  "Is  it  lawful  to  heal  on  the 
Sabbath  days?  "—The  Rabbi?  con- 
tended it  was  not  unless  life  was  in 
dinger.  "That  they  might  accuse 
him."— Of  violating  the  Sabbath 
before  the  local  tribunal. 

In  the  previous  part  of  the  lesson 
be  appealed  to  the  Scripture.  Now 
be  appeals  to  their  own  consciences 
One  sheep  was  of  little  conse- 
quence; yet  if  it  fell  into  a  pit  every 
man  would  lilt  it  out  and  would 
feel  that  be  committed  a  sin  if  he 
did  not  lift  ft  out,  in  spite  of  all  the 
hair-splitting  o  the  Talmud  on  the 
subject.  "How  much  then  is  a 
man  better  than  a  sheep?"— This 
question  in  Mark  intimates  that 
the  man  would  be  injured  by  delay 
in  healing  him.  If  tbey  would  not 
leave  a  sheep  to  suffer,  bow  could 
they  find  fault  with  him  for  not 
leaving  a  man? 

Then  saith  be  to  the  man 
Stretch  forth  thine  hand.  And  he 
stretched  it  forth;  and  it  was  re 
stored  whole,  like  as  the  other." — 
Would  seem  that  in  view  of  such  a 
miracle,  showing  so  plainly 
power  of  God.  the  Pharisees  would 
not  have  dared  to  move  against  the 
Lord  But  they  went  out  to  plot 
against  bim.  It  would  have  been 
difficult,  as  Dr.  Broadus  says,  to 
call  this  a  breaking  of  the  Sabbath 
I  from  their  own  standpoint,  because 
our  Lord  only  spoke  to  the  xan. 
Thus  the  Lord  showed  that  works 
of  mercy  as  well  as  those  of  neces- 
sity and  of  worship  were  permitted 
upon  the  Sabbath.
